The amount of import cargo 
and (with ‘the exception of the 
abnormal year 1926) the amount 
of export cargo carried per 109 
tons net of shipping in 1930 waa 
less than in any year since tho 
war and very considerably less 
than ‘in 1918. It is, estimated 
that, in comparison with 1913, 
the total wastage of ship carry- 
ing power in the foreign trade of 
the United Kingdom amounted 
in 1980 to over 20,000,000 tons, a 
figure which points clearly to a, 
large excess of tonnage compar- 
ed with existing world needs. 

Retardine Trade Revival. 

The problem of reducing our 
costs of production, and with 
them the export price of our 
manufactured products, is inves- 
tigated in the report, which sets 
ont the following points:— . 

In the forefront of our aceds 
to-day Stands the abandonment 
of the policy which. since the 
war, has transformed unemploy- 
ment insurance into a general 
syatem of outdoor relief of the 
able-bodied, ‘administered by a 
national in place of a local 
authority, and financed mainly by 
a tax on employment. To that 
nolicy must be attributed in the 
main the failure of British in- 
dustry to,adjust its prices to 
meet the needs .and require- 
ments. of the markets of the 
world,’ : : 

The maintenance of wages at 
levels in excess of the selling 
values of the work for which ‘they 
are paid imperils not only employ- 
ment, but also the continuance of 
rll the public social services, upon 
which since.the war an additional 
£240.000,000 a year is being ex- 
pended. . 

The need for State and muni- 
cipal economy stands next. The 
burden of taxation on our indus- 
tries ig: ai sérions impediment to 
our success in competition with 
foreign manufacturers. The rate 
of State taxation per head of the 
population of Great Britain is ap- 
proximately £15, a figure which 
may be compared with £5 14s. 3d. 
per head in the United States, £6 
19s. &d. in Germany, £9 11s, in 
France, and £4 9s.. 6d, in Italy; 

Unless a policy of strict re- 
trenchment is passed and cn- 
forced, the report gives warning, 
there is little chance of our ex- 
porting industries winning back 
to their former position, and 
every danger that, when the 
world revival in trade comes, 
Britain will fail to reap the due 
benefit pf it. 

Suez Canal Charges, 

. Emphatic reference is also 
mude to the. handicap which is 
imposed .on British trade with 
the East by the — excessive 
eharges of the Suez Canal Com- 
pony, in whiely the British Gov- 
arnment is the largest share. 
holder,

END OF IMPORTATION? 


Russian pincervods, exclusively 
prints, it is understood, are being 
imported into Singapore and 
Penang, by a well-known European 
firm of merchants (writes a Free 

| Press representative as the result of 


enquiries in the local market). | 

A director of the firm said the 
position was more or less as in 
Java but he expected they had 
seen the end of the importation as 


Tho they had found. that even Russian 


jPiecegoods could not com- 
pete with the Japanese product. 
His company started ‘the importa- 
tion of Russian plecegoods (prints 
alone) about six months ago. 

It was pointed out that Europe 
had been unable to compete with 
Japan since 1929,
